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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of 
Peterson and Sombrowski fails to meet the claims. The examiner disagrees. Applicant discusses the embodiment of Peterson that uses 
gravity alone to lower the brace rather than any kind of actuator. However, Peterson also teaches providing a spring between the brace 
and the snowmobile to lower the brace and lift the vehicle. Also, as applicant has noted, Peterson refers to his device as an elevation 
mechanism, rather than simply a stand. Therefore, the examiner maintains it would not have been contrary to the teaching of Peterson 
and it would have been obvious to modify Peterson to incude a lifting actuator, as taught by Sombrowski, to automate the lifting 
operation . . 
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
